And as for the People, Di- 
vine Venegance did continually 
purſue them till the moſt part 
of them were deſtroyed, and the 
reſt Diſperſed through out the 
World, even to this Day. 

For Firſt, The fnhabitants- of 
Cefarea {lew of-the Fews in one 
Day, about Twenty Thouſand, 
and ſuch as fled, were taken and 
Impritoned by Florus the Leiu- 
tenant of PFudea, 

To Revenge this Slaughter, 
the Fews ſer upon the Syriazs ; 
in which Skirmiſh Thirteen Thou- 
ſand of ghem were Slain. The 
People .of Alexandria put Fitty. 
Thou- 
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Thouſand of them to the Sword ; 
They of Damaſcus ten Thouſand 
of them: and Antonins a Roman 
Captain, flew in Aſcalon Ten 
Thouſand ; and Cef/;us anotner 
Captain, flew Fourſcore Thou- 
{and and Forty Perſons. And 
now to come to the Wars man- 
naged het by Feſpaſian, 

Tis 7, {veſion, in the Seige of 
Aphac1, wiew and took Pritoners 
Seventeen Tiaoind One Hun- 
dred ind Taity Perſons : in Sama- 
ria Cleaven Thouſand Six Hun- 
dre Perions: and in Poſe pats 
Forty two Thouſand two Hun- 
ared Perſons. In. Feppa to ma- 
ny FE ied and Drowned them- 
ſelves, rnat tie Sea threw up again 
Four Thouſnd rio Handred Pe: -

the loſs of the Town. | 

In the City of Tarichea, were 
Slain and made Captives , Forty 
five Thouſand Perſons , beſides 
thoſe which were given to the King 
Azrippa: In Gamala there periſh- 
n, Ninety Thouſand, and none 
were left alive but only two Wo- 
men. In Gaſcala Five Thouſand 
Men died by the Sword, In the 
City of Gadara, there were Slain 
Thirty ewo Thouſand two Haun- 
dred, beſides an infinite number 
of {uch as Drowned themſeives, 
In Feru{alem it itelf, there Died 
Eleven Hundred Thouſand of 
them, partly vy the Sword, and 
partly by F::.2ine, the worſe E- 
nemy of th- two; there were 
found two \; :;ufand in Privies 
and Sinks; and Ninety Seaven 

Thow« | 
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Thouſand were taken priſoners:, 
inſfomuch, that thirty Fews were 
ſold'for a Peny, | 

Now that. Fernſalem was able 
to contain ſuclr a number of Peo- 
ple, is evident, in that when 
Ceſtins was Letuetenant of Fury, 
che high Prieſt did, at his Re- 
queſt, number the People, which 
came tc Eat of the Paſchal Lamb, 
and found them to ve tro Mil- 
lions, and Seven Hundred Thou- 
ſand living Souls, all Sound and 
Purified. 

And when Titzs laid Seige to 
the Ciry,- it was at the Felt of 
the Paileover, when moſt of the 
People were there Aſlembled 
God as it. were thus Impriſoning 
them. 

All theſe Maſſacres, beſiiles di- 
vers others Onitted, and infinite 
| Num- 


of Paleſtine, 
Numbers which were Slain in the 
Feilds and Villages, which Drow- 
ned themſelves, and were pri- 
vately made away, Amounting 
to almoit two Millions of Peo- 
ple, happened in the compals of 
foure Years, beginning in the 
twelfe of Nero, and ending in 
tne ſecond of Yeſpaſian. 

Yet was not the whole Nati- 
on Rooted out till the Year One 
Hundred Thirty Six. For then 
this Miſerable People having ſtir- 
red two notable Rebellions, Firſt 
under Trajaz, and afterward under 
Aarian.the Emperours, they were 
generally Baniſhed their Native 
Ccuntrey, and never again fut- 
fered to inhabit it, but as Stran-

happened in the Year One Thou- 
jand Two Hundred Ninety One, 

And Sixteen Years after, France 
followed our Example. 

It was neer two Hundred Years 
after, that Ferdinand turn'd 
them our of Spain, and five 
years after him, ZEmaanal of Por- 
tugal did the like. 

"But the Countreys from whence 
they were Laſt expelled, were 
Naples and Sicily, in the Year One 
Thouſand Five Hundred Thirty 
Nine, In other parts of Chri- 
ſtendome they reſide yer, in 
oreat numbers, as 1n Germany 


High and Low ; Bohemia, Lituania, 
Poland, 
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Poland and Ruſſia; In Italy alfo 
they are found, bur in no Coun- 
trey which is ſubject to the King 
of $pazn. 

They live very quietly. at 
Rome under the Popes note, and 
St. Mark makes no Scruple t9 
enteitain them at Yexice: Intun- 
dry places of the 0:70man Empire 
they are found very numerous; . 
ſo that it is thonght Conſt an 
nople and Theſſalonica only, have 
near upon twenty Thouſand of 
them. 

Aſia's full of them, as Aleppo, 
Tripoly, Damaſcus, Rhodes, and in- 
deed all places of commerce and 
Traftique ;, There are numbers of 
them found alſo in Perſia, Arabia, 
and abont Cr7angavor in India. 

And to come to Africk, they 
have their Synagogues and Lum-

ſervices; thicher they oftentimes 
bring or ſend the bones of their 
dead freinds, who have left large 
Legacies to be there interred from 
other places. 

The City of Feruſalem was af- 
terward re-edified by Elius A- 
arianus, and given to the Chriſti- 
ans, from whom it was taken by 
Coſroes, and the Preſians, in the 
Year Six Hundred Fifteen, and 
from them forcibly wreited by Hau- 
war, and the Saracens, in the Year 
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Six Hundred Thirty Seven, Next 
it fell into the power of Cutlu Moſes, 
and the Turks, in the Year One 
Thouſand Nine; under whoſe 
oppreſſion, when it had long groa- 
ned, Peter the Hermit ſtirred up 
the Weſfterne Princes to relieve | 
the diſtreſſed Chriſtians, whoſe 
deſigns attained their wiſhed effec, 
under the Banner of the Victorious 
Prince, Godfrey of Bullex, in 
the Year One Thouſand Ninety 
Nine. This Goedfrey,tor his merits, 
was to have been inveſted with 
the Royal Wreath of Majeſty, 
which he denied, thinking it 
unfit to wear a Crown of Gold, 
where his Saviour had Worn 
a Crown -of Thornsz yet for 
the Common good iake- he 
accepted the Title ;' | after whom 

tes reigned 
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reignea theſe Ciiiltian Prin- 
CES - 

Steound, Baldwin, Third, 
Bal-:iwin the Second. Fourth, 
Fuik Earl of Anjou, Filth, 3ald- 
mz che Third. Sir, Almerich.

vided what the Place afor- 
ded; At Supper they brought 
out 2. great Glaſs, which held 
neer two Quarts, with which 


the..O1d. Man ſoon made him- 
ſelt-

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ſelf merry, it being their Cul- 
rome to drink freely , He telling 
us, that that Glais had belon- 
ged to the Convent more than 
one hundred Years, and that 
the Tzrks COMINg Once LO RAn- 
ſack the Conveut, ſeeing this 
Glaſs, told one of the Fratres, 
it he could drink off that fu'l of 
pure Wine, he would ſave the 
Convent; which one of them 
doing, the Turks went away 
admiring what fort of People 
they were. 

May ſixteen, We took our 
leave of the Patriark, and pre- 
ſenced him with ſome Livers. 
as alſo to the poor Fratres, and 
other People that belonged to 
the Convent, and fo took our 
Journey to Trippoly, having had 
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a fair review of thoſe Moun- 
caines, and the Countrey ad- 
jacent,: which 1s over-{prcad 
with many fair Villages, and 
hatk many fruitful Vallyes 
town with Corn, and great 
quantity of Mulberry Gardens , 
it being -the general imploy- 
ment of the Inhabitants to make 
Silk. 

We Return to Trippoly to the 
Conſuls 'Houſe that Night, 
where after two dayes repoſe, 
and having been extraordinary 
well Treated, we took our leave 
of the Conſul. 

May, eighteen, about mid- 
night, we {er ſail for Foppa, with 
2 good Wind, in the Morning 
we came in fight of Cape-Blan- 
£9, where the wind proving

beat up and down for two 


days, before we could weather 


theCape the wind coming good, 
we weatherd the Cape, and 
came in ſight of Cape-Carmel,

And three or four hours Sail fur- 
ther,we came in fight of Ceſarea, 
now Ruinate, and inhabited

May twenty three, we Arri- 
ved at Joppa, which hath no 
harbour to defend Ships from 
Storms, but hath very good 
ground to Anchor in, about ten 
Fathom Water: It is a poor 

Town, 
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Town, and hath one Caſtle to 
defend thoſe ſhips that come 
in cloſe to the Shore, the cheif 
Trade thereof, is Pot-aſhes for 
Soap, and a few Cottons, and 
Cotton-Yarn, which the Frazxks.

May twenty four, We Arri- 
ved at Ramah, which is. a plea- 
ſant Village the great Trade 
of the Inhabitants 1s in Fil- 
lado's; the People are poor, 
and the livelyhood. of the Wo- 
men 15 to Spin that Commodity : 
We were Treated there at the 
Convent, till a Mcflenger was 
diſpatched to th? Convent at 
Feruſalem, for our Admittance

Nation and Religion. 

Now to our further Enter- 
rainment at Feruſalem ; the next 
morning Father Tomaſo, a Lay- 
brother, one mighty ſerious, 
and Religious in their way, 
came to. our Chamber with 
Milk, Wine and Fruit, (with 
a Blefling in his Mouth) rhe ſea- 
ſon being very hot: and a- 
buut twelve of the Clock we 
went to Dinner, two or three:

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Lay Brothers attending at the 
Hall door, with a Baſon and 
Ewer for us to waſh; -and then

The Gnardian hath his Table 
alone in the middle of the Room, 
and two long Tables ſtand of 
each ſide, one for the Pilgrims, 
and the other for the Fathers 3 
after they had kiſs'd the ground, 
we all ſate down, and had eve-

our Wine, Water, and Fruit, {4 
was ſet ready for us; the Wine 
was about a Quart, the Water 
ſOmerhing leſs, which was the 
allowance of two men, and had 
two Glaſſes belonging to it: a- 
bout the middle of Dinner, the 
Frater came, and changed our 
Water, that it might drink the

Dinner being ended, the Fa- 
ther - Guardian knocks, and the 
Fraters riſe and kneel with rheir 
Faces toward the Picture of our 
Saviour with his Diſciples at 
Supper, and mumbling ſome- 
thing to themſelves, they kiſs

At this time there were two 
or three Chriſtians come from

ſeven, we all agreed to goe in- 
to the Temple, and about four 
a Clock in the afternoon we 
weat: There are about ten or 
twelve Fathers that live there 
. continually, and have their 
Church there: The door is ſea- 
led with the Cadadys Seal, and 
when any man goes in, he pays 
fourteen Livers; we being en-

The Greeks and Latines are 
the two powerful Religions in 
the Temple, and with great 
Sums of money, and the cre- 


dit they have at Stambul or Con- 


ſtantinople, they continually 


buy theſe Holy Places out of 


one anothers Hands ;' the other 
Parties are Poor, and are there- 
fore ſqueez'd into a (mall parc

Fe Ferufalom, are Buricd. And in 
tne ſame place is the Rent of 
tie Rock, which begin> above,

ving ſeen the Temple, we re- 
turn'd to the Convent, 

May. the twenty eight, we 
went out of the City at Das» 
maſcus Gate, and turning on the

further, You come to the. Grot 
where Teremiah Lived, when 
he V/rote his Lamentations;

Having repoſed a little on the | 
ground, aÞout nine of the clock 
at night, we mounted our | 
Horſes, and paſſing through the 
turning and winding of the : 
Mountains, we came in the | 
Morning to the foot of the 9#a- ! 
rantine Mountain, where we | 
diſmounted 5 and making the | 
cold earth our bed, we lept 
two | 
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two or three hours, having our 
horſes made faſt to our hands, 
and the Sun riſing , we role 
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alſo, and walked to Fliſha's 
Fountain, a ſtones throw «©; 
and before the Sun was too hot, 
we Mounted our Hoiles at the 
foot of the Mountain, and ſo 
began to aſcend, it being very 
ſteep; having aſcended a great 
height, we came to the place 
where they ſay, our Saviour 
{lept, when he Faſted Forty 
days; and from that the Moun- 
tain received its name; this 
place is neer the height of the 
Mountaine, but the paiſlage to 
the top, is Known only to the 
Arabs; here is a Church over 
this place, where ſome Fathers 
have lived, till they were Mar- 
dered by the Arabs.

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Below this .place are ſeveral 
'Ciſterns of water, and ſeveial 
Frontiſpeices of Chappels, but 
the paſlage to them 1s cut oft 5 
As we were golng up, the 
thoughts of the danger of de- 
1cending, enters into our heads, 
ani the Emperour of Germanies 
Druggerman for theſe Coun- 
trey Languages, being extra- 
Ordinary fearful, got two 7 rks 
to conduct him down, and fo we 
having all had a ſafe deicenr, we 
rode cheerfully back to El;ſha's 
Fountain, which was formerly 
bitter; but he throwing in a 
handful of fait, the waters be- 
came ſweet. | 
Here welay till Four a clock, 
and the heat of the Sun being 
over., we made for Feriche, 
where we arrived about five, 
| where 
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where there are now, only a- 
few poor Cottages: we pitched. 
by Zacheys Tree, the Inhabi-- 
tants are for the-moſt part Ara- 
bians, and ſome few Greeks :: 
here the Captain of the Village 
came to welcome our Fafhaw: 
and- his people, he was moun- 
ted upon a Mare, valued at 
a Thouſand Livers, Mares be- 
ing only in eſteem among them 3. 
here we repoſed under a rotten. 
hedg, till about four of the 
Clock next mourning 5 ha-. 
Ing little pleaſure in our com-- 
panions, the Gnats, and other. 
ſtinging creatures. | 

We proceed for the River 
Jordan, where we arrived by? 
day-light, and tarried about an 
hour to ſwim in the Rivers. 


the ſtream is ſtrong,. and rapid 5, 
E.3 and. 
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and the force of a man, can little 
more then. reſiſt it; it runs 1n- 
to the Dead Sea. 

Our Guard were very haity 
for us to be gone, being afraid 
their Enemies ſhould find them 
therefore we all made neady, 
and fet forward for the Dead 
Sea; about two hours after in 
our way to the Sea, we paſled 
through a molt carſed barren 
place, not having fo much as 
a green herb or graſs, and the 
face of the earth was covered 
_ with Salt, and though it was 

dry, yet our Horties funk up 
zo the Knees. 

We come now to the Dead 
Sea, being about Seventy or 
Eighty Miles in Breadth, and 
about Eighteen Over: There 
is no place Vilible from whence 

the 
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the Water, which. comes in- 
to-It, runs out again, except 
it be under the earth; neither 
doth it ſeem to Increaſe with 
the water of the River Jordan, 
and of {evaral other waters that 
run into it: It was once a truit- 
full Valley, and compared for 
delight, unto Paradiſe, and was 
called Pcrtapolis, of her five 


Cities, and was afterward de- 
ſtroyed with fire from Heaven, 


and turned into this filthy Lake, 
and barrea deſulation which 
dothencompals it: & totrythe 
virtue, that is reported to be 
in the water, wherein they ſay, 
a man cannot link ; ſome of our 
Company went into the Sea, 
and found it impoſlible to get 
their bodies under water, yea 
could hardly keep their legs

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under 3 The water is ſulphury, 
and the extremity of the ſalt- 
neſs 1s not to be expreſt 5 when 
etiey came out of the water, 
there was a perfect Oyl upon 
their bodies, 

Our Eyes being ſarisfied with 
Cariofities, and Rarities, we | 
make what haſt we can, back | 
to Jernſalem + but] ſhould have | 
given you an Account, that 
theRuins of one of the Cities, | 
that were deſtoryed for Sodomy, | 
now lyes good part out of the 
water, and is ſuppoſed to be 
Zeboim, 

Now the Sun gets ſtreoghe, 
and grows extraordinary hor, 
and by reflection on the ground, 
makes the heat ſo violent, 
that our faces looked as if the 

$kin were flead. off, by riding 
in 
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in the Sun, from Morning till 
four of the Clock in the - after- 
noon ; but the Fathers being 
accuſtcmed, to meet with ten- - 
der-faced Travellers, ſoon pro- 
vided ſomething to mitigate 
our pain, which was much in- 
creaſed, by reaſon of the ſalts 
neſs of the water of the Dead 
Sea : this night we took little 
pleaſure in eating , but more 
in fleeping, having had bur 
little in this Voyage. 

Having now viſited all the 
places in the Holy Eand , which - 
Pilgrims uſually do, we pre- 
pare our ſelves for our return: 
June Ninth, we being refoi- 
ved to ſet forward in our: 
Returns In the Morning- the. 
Father Guardian came -to us; . 
and. gave us bis bleſſing, and. 
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fprinkled us with Holy Water, 
deſiring us to excuſe. our Bad 
Treatment, and that if” at 
any time we had been dil: 
taſted, we would paſs it over; 
but we Knew It was but a com- 
plement, for we had the Civileſt 
Entertainment 1maginable, and 
very far from diſguſting us; 
for there were none of them, 
but were not only ready to be 
our ſervants, but our Slaves, 
yea, my honeſt name-ſake, Fa- 
ther Tomaſo, never ceaſed 
frem Morning to Night , from 
bringing us either Vidcuals or 
Drink, or asking us whether we 
wanted any thing; and now 
for this his fourteen days ſer- 
vice, we were no ways Capa- 
ble to recompence him; for 
they would take no money, 

but 
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but , for our Victuals, and for 
ſome other ſmall ſervices; we 
therefore preſented to the Con- 
vent, thirty Livers apeice, and 
fome that had ſervants preſent- 
ed more. The Father Procurator 
receiving it, they entred all our 
names 1n a Book, and the ſums 


we gave; the Book where the 


names only were written, we 
had a view of, and took a 
Coppy , of all the Ergliſhmens 
names that were in it, from 
the. year One Thouſand Five 
Hundred Sixty One, to this - 
day, being One Hundred Fifty 

Eight 1n number. : 
Now taking our leaves of the 
Fathers, they all ſhewed a 
great deal of aflection to us, 
weeping, and expreiling their 
Gelires, to.enjoy our company 
longer 
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longerz and our defires were 
as. much- to be nearer home, 
that we might have an Account 
of our Freinds. 

June the Fourth we departed, 
our Aaletters having provided 
us Horſes; and our intentions. 
were to take Emans in our way, 


but night drawing on, we made 


MX. Jeroms Church our fleep- 

ng place; there were formerly 
Fathers lived 1n it, but the 
£rabs came upon them in the 
night, and cut all their throats; 
The Church 1s very well built, 
2nd hath been adorned with 
Pictures upon the wall, of 
which fome remain to this 
day. 

About too hours riding from- 
Feruſalem, we paſſed over the 
ocook, out of which they ſay, 

David : 


to Jeruſalem. 8s 
David gathered the pebble 
frones, wherewith he {lew Go- 
liah, 

June Fifch, we arrived at 
the Convent in Ramath, about 
tenofthe Clock in the Morningz 
where we tarriea t!]l about mid- 
night, at- which c:me- there 
wasa Ship to depart, and ſome 
of us intended to embarque; 
the reſt of us took a little boat, 
about the bigneſs ofa Graveſend 
Barge; we put our proviſions 
of Bread: and: Wine aboard, 
and: ſo we put to Sea, keep- 
ing always neer the ſhore, for 
fear of a ſtorm; | 

After three days ſayl, we-ar- 
rived at Aerica, formerly called 
Prolemais, we: always. coming 
to Anchor at night ; this place 1s 
famous for nothing but therains,

the Road being ſo bad, that 


all the Art Captains have, can 


but keep their Cables toge- 
ther. 

The Commodities in this 
place,are only Cottors, Pot-aſhes, 
and fome Filletto's. 

Two days after we arrived 
at Tripoly, where we made 


bold, at our old Houfe; the. 


Conſul receives us very gladly, 
and: our .defign was, to depart 
next day, but the Plague ſtill 
raging at Aleppo, the Conſul 


forced us to ſtay with him 


Twelve or Zourteen days: all 
which time we were treated 
like, Princes, and then by his 
leave, we imbarqued on a 
Dutch Ship for Scanderooz ; the 
reſt of our Company (whom we 


lef t at Acrica to goe to lee the 
SEA 
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of Ga//ilze) being arrived, - 

June Twenty Six, we arrived 
at Scanderoon, Where ſome 
were dead, and cthers dying, 
andone flying from another. 

We tarried upon the Mount, 
and aboard the Ship for ſome 
time: and July 2d. we arrived 
at Aleppo, where there dyed at 
that time, Seventy or Eighty 
of a day of the Plague. 

And thus ended our Jour- 
ney.
